Ottawa, May 10.—The Census and 
Statistics Office has issued today its 
May Bulletin on the condition of 
crops and live stock for Canada. 
| The reports made at the .end = of 
‘April show that good progress had 
jbeen made with spring seeding in On- 
| tario and the Western Provinces, but 
that in Quebec and the Maritime pro- 
-Vinees little more than a bazioning 
had been made. Ontario. and Alber- 
ta are in the lead with spring wheat 
and oats, the former with 89.34 per 
cant. of the spring wheat and 74.74 
iper cent of the oats in. the ground, 
jand the latter with 97.50 of the wheat 
and 73.13 of the oats. Ontario had 
also 72,94 per cent of the barley seed- 
ed and Alberta only 39.17 per cent. 
‘ Manitoba and Saskatchewan had 
“nearly equal proportions of wheat- 
land finished, the former with 90.68 
[Bes cent and. the latter with 92.60 per 
‘cent; but both were slow with oats 
and harley. British Columbia had a 
showing of 78.33. for spring wheat 
sown, of 81.17 for oats and 39.17. for 
) barley, 
Ontario and Alberta’ are the only 
| Provinces with a substantial show- 
ing of fall wheat, and whilst in the

There are instances 
where grade sows have brought $40 
per head at farm gales, and every, 
breeder..of pure bred -hogs has sold 
clean out! of. ‘brood sows: and: at high: 
ly: satisfactory: prices... ‘The’ men ‘who 
are paying these prices are the same 
ones. that sold their sows and quit 
the hog business two years ago. It
